Cultural  Directions: 

Firstly,  choose  a  sunny  position — the  more  sun  the  better. 

Secondly,  give  them  good  drainage — raise  beds  a  little  above 
ground. 

Thirdly,  give  them  a  judicious  dressing  of  lime.  If  soil  needs 
enriching  a  tablespoon  of  bonemeal,  thoroughly  mixed  with  the 
soil  is  sufficient  per  plant.  Never  use  fresh  manure  as  it  induces 
root  rot. 

Fourthly,  plant  only  deep  enough  to  allow  soil  to  cover  rhizome 
and  any  time  after  blooming  until  the  ground  freezes.  Space 
singly  varieties  twelve  inches  apart,  mixed  varieties  eighteen 
'inches  apart.

PEONIES 

Peon}'  Culture. — Since  the  Peony  is  to  grow  undisturbed  for 
years  in  the  same  place,  it  is  econom}'  to  prepare  the  soil  in  ad¬ 
vance.  Any  srood  garden  soil  with  deep  cultivation  will  grow 
Peonies.  They  are  gross  feeders  and  require  plant  food.  Well 
rotted  manure  and  ground  bone  well  worked  into  the  soil  at  plant¬ 
ing  time  or  worked  in  the  surface,  furnish  an  abundance  of  food. 
An  application  of  wood  ashes  in  early  spring  is  beneficial.  When 
using  artificial  fertilizer  such  as  potassium,  phosphoric  acid  or 
nitrates,  care  should  be  taken  not  to  overdo  it.  Keep  all  fertilizers 
away  from  the  central  parts  of  plant  or  stems.  In  applying 
manure  use  only  well  rotted  manure  either  when  planting  or  as 
a  top  dressing.  Plant  so  that  the  eyes  are  covered  with  soil  2 
inches  deep.  If  desirable  mound  up  a  little  more.  Plant  in  full 
sunlight,  awav  from  trees  and  do  not  plant  too  close  to  shrub¬ 
bery.  Plant  Peonies  in  the  fall.  September  is  the  ideal  time  for 
this  section.  This  gives  the  roots  a  chance  to  send  out  rootlets 
and  feeders.  If  the  weather  is  dry  a  weekly  watering  helps  to 
start  the  roots.  When  watering,  water  thoroughly.  A  slight 
mulch  for  the  first  wintering  is  beneficial,  as  it  prevents  the  heav¬ 
ing  of  the  roots  by  alternate  freezing  and  thawing. 

Classification — Types : 

Single — single  row  of  guard  petals  with  center  pollen-bearing 
stamens. 

Japanese — wide  guard  petals  with  stamens  enlarged  into  nar¬ 
row  petaloids. 

Anemone — stamens  transformed  into  narrow  petals. 

Semi-double — several  rows  of  wide  petals  with  center  partial¬ 
ly  transformed  petals  and  stamens  intermixed. 

Crown — wide  center  petals  forming  high  crown,  around 
which  narrow  petals  form  a  collar. 

Bomb — center  petals  uniform  in  width  distinct  from  guard 
petals  and  forming  globe  center  without  collar  or  crown. 

Semi-rose — all  petals  uniform  interspersed  with  stamens. 

Rose — complete  double  of  full  rose  shape  without  stamens.
